Civil Defense Director Val Peterson 
brought home the facts of life to Atlantans 
during his visit to discuss with local lead- 
ers the atomic attack drill slated for Mon- 
day. 

It seems strange that Atlanta must 
concern itself with the possibility of an 
enemy attack, but that’s an unfortunate 
truth. From Murmansk by way of Green- 
land or from Siberia via Alaska the great- 
est distance to any point in the United 
States from Russia is only 4,500 miles. 

The Communists could mount an at- 
tack on any city in the United States and 
Atlanta is considered a critical target area. 
The city’s strategic importance as a trans- 
portation center and as the location of 
many other militarily important objectives 
makes it so.

Mr. Peterson says that the only 


way to survive an atomic attack is to be 
somewhere else when one occurs. He de- 
clared that “we must dig, die or get out. 
Evacuation is the only solution, since dig- 
ging is too costly.”

The Soviet Union is believed to be 
ahead of us in the development of rockets 
and guided missiles. 

Meanwhile, victory in Indochina would 
help the Communists on the way to their 
objectives of winning the’ manpower and 
resources of all Asia.

During the McCarthy-Army hearings, 
Sen. Stuart Symington, Missouri, has ex-

(1) The Farm Bureau deplored the 


tremendous spread between prices paid farmers and prices paid by 


city consumers for tomatoes; 


(2) the poultry industry declared it had 


replaced cotton as the state’s top money crop; and (3) a calf kissed 


Miss America. 

The tomato situation (No. 1, not 
No. '3) is interesting indeed. The 
Georgia Farm Bureau declared it 
had conducted a survey of cities 
throughout the state and had 
learned housewives were paying 
19 to 25 cents per pound for toma- 
toes. This rather regal sum is con- 
trasted by the Farm Bureau with 
a 2'2 to 4 cents-per-pound price 
the farmers are being paid for the 
1954 tomato crop. 

“Farmers cannot understand 
why they are receiving so little 
and the consumer is. paying so 
much,”’ H. L. Wingate, Farm. Bu- 
reau president, declared. 

Mr. Wingate continued as fol- 
lows: 

“We think the spread is entirely 
too wide between the farmer and 
the consumer. We feel that the 
price at the retail market should 
be considerably less according to 
the price being paid the farmer. 
If the price were lower to the con- 
sumer, more tomatoes would move 
and farm prices would improve. 

“The farmers of Georgia deplore 
the situation and feel that this 
should be corrected immediately.” 

Farmers traditionally have 


looked with askance upon the dif- . 


ference in what they are paid for 
produce and the price paid by the 
consumer, However, ‘‘middlemen” 
have successfully in the past 
countered ‘with a report on the 
costs and worth of the services 
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they render. The economist will 
point out that even if the middle- 
man were done away with, some- 
one would have to take over his 
function of transportation, storage, 
distribution, and risk-taking, and 
that the cost would be there just 
the same. 

Nevertheless, from 4 cents to 25 
cents is one tremendous gap in 
the price of ‘‘pink gold.” 

The poultry item (No. 2) en- 
countered rebuttal from the State 
Crop Reporting Service in Athens. 
D. L. Floyd of that agency pointed 
out that all the returns weren't 
in on the 1953 cotton crop, and that 
it couldn’t yet be established that 
poultry was out front as the State's 
leading money crop. The poultry 
spokesman came back with the 
declaration ‘‘We were not counting 
chickens in the field in’ our figures. 
Why should they count cotton in 
the warehouse?’’ 

The income figures were a cotton 
crop value of $139,549,000 in 1953 
and a gross poultry income of 
$145,393,000 for that year. We'll 
stay clear of that controversy un- 
lil the final figures come home 
fo roost. 

There's not much that can be 
said about the kissing calf (No. 3). 
If Miss America (Evelyn Ay) had 
to be nuzzled by a calf, it is only 
proper that she come to Georgia 
for the rite. We've got some sweet 
calves in this state.

Industrial growth and expansion in Georgia has achieved such 
proportions its own momentum is likely to keep it rolling for a 
long time to come. 

Developments announced within the last 30 days or so are 
just as big and numerous as those in the preceding month. 

Georgia’s poultry industry, now laying claim to the title of 
the state's leading cash crop, has figured importantly in some 
of these developments. 

Wilson & Co. has just opened bids for the construction of a 


new poultry processing plant at Cumming for which an Atlanta Pe 


contractor submitted the low bid of $442,000. Amd a new $250,000 
poultry feed mixing plant will be built in Flowery Branch by 
Gainesville-financed Dixie Pride Mills, Inc. Also, a feed grinding 
and mixing plant will be opened in Wrens by the Cliff Martin 
Miliing Co. of Portal. 

Textile and allied operations are sharing in the industrial 
growth. Chicopee Manufacturing Co. has started construction 
on a 30,000 square foot bleachery and warehouse at Gainesville. 

A group of Fitzgerald businessmen have launched the Fitz- 
gerald Underwear Co. and will build a plant there to employ 150 
workers in the near future. The Karman Co. has started produc- 
tion of Western-style shirts in a new Cornelia plant employing 58 
persons, and ground has been broken in Valdosta by Oberman 
Manufacturing Co. for a garment plant being financed by local 
investors. 

A $300,000 expansion program is planned for Brunswick's 
port facilities. The National Gypsum Co.’s plant in Savannah 
is being improved to the tune of $1.5 million to increase present 
production by 30 per cent. 

Tev, Inc., has formally opened a 40,000 square foot plant in 
Gainesville to make power lawn mowers, and Southern Railway 
has purchased 25 acres in that city for additional industrial de- 
velopment sites.
